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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the limitations of the incorporation of now- 
cancelled Claim 27 into Claim 6 has been addressed in the final Office action. More specifically, applicant argues that the patent to Kardis 
fails to show "a rib projecting perpendicularly from the side of the first housing". However, Figure 3 of Kardis et al. shows a dimension of 
the rib 1 12 projecting perpendicualrly from the side of the first housing 1 14. The bore 312 is perpendicular to the wall of the display 
housing 1 14 and thus the dimension of the rib also extends in the perpendicular direction, which is in the same direction as applicant's 
dimension "S" shown in Figure 16. Specifically, the rib 112 in Kardis is shown in Fig. 3 as a half-cylinder with a flat surface against the 
housing 114 wall and a rasied half-circle that extends perpendicularly to the flat surface. Applicant also argues in the sentence bridging 
pages 6 and 7 of the REMARKS, that the whip antenna does not project perpendicularly from the cover (112). However, such a limitation 
is not at issue here since it is not claimed. It is the rib that has such relationship to the display panel housing. Since all claimed structure 
has been shown in the prior art, it is not seen that the claims patentably define thereover. The rejection stands. 
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
